Auioists Urged to Place 
Plates In War Scrap Pile 


Ohio's more th an 2.000,000 au­ 
tomobile, 
truck 
and 
motorcycle 
owners were asked today by High­ 
way Director H. G. Sours to salvage 
their 1.42-1943 license plates for 
the scrap pile th at goes into war 
arm am ent. 
The 1944 license tags—one to a 
car—will go on sale next March. 
By next April I the 1942-1943 tags 
—two to a car—will have been re­ 
placed. 
T heie are approxim ately 4,450,000 
license plates in use today, accord­ 
ing to figures from the Bureau of 
Motor Vehicles. The two plates on 
each car weigh one pound. T hat 
means there are 1,200 tons of good 
scrap steel tied up in the license 
tags 
‘and th at am ount of steel will 
be a trem endous contribution to the
